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FOREIGN  NE'.VS  ON  CITRUS  FRUIT 


BRAZILIAN  ORANGE  EXPORT  REGULAT'IQNS 


The  desire  to  expand  the  market  for  Brazilian  oranges  in  Europe 
has  led  Brazil  to  give  considerable  attention  in  recent  years  to  the  culti- 
vation, selection  and  packing  of  oranges,  according  to  a  report  received  in 
the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Vice  Consul 
Joseph  F.  Burt  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     In  line  with  this  nev^  policy,  the  Federal 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  on  May  15,  1929  issued  detailed  instructions  for  the 
preparation!  of  oranges  for  export.    The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  new 
regulst  ions : 

Art .   I , •  Oranges  for  export  shall  be  classified  in  three  types  as 
follows: 


Type  A:    Without  spots  of  any  kind;  skin  smooth;  live  color  and 
characteristic  of  the  variety  and  zone  of  production. 

Type  3:    With  small  spots  resulting  from  physical  agents  and 
physiological  causes  covering  an  area  of  four  centi- 
meters for  fruits  of  size  of  326,  and  a  maximim  of 
eight  centimeters  for  those  of  a  size  of  176  and  96. 


Spots  ^.'hich  are  produced  by  insects  and  fungi  and 
judged  non-prejudicial  shall  also  be  permitted  as  long 
as  the  spots  do  not  affect  the  tissues  of  the  fruit. 

Typ^Manchado_(_s£ottedjj_    Consisting  of  fruit  in  which  the 
spotted  area  is  not  greater  than  one-fourth  of  the 
surface  of  the  fruit. 

All^II.    Oranges  must  be  classified  by  size,  as  follovs:  96's; 

IOC's;  112's;  126's;  ISO's;  176's;  200's;  216's;  226's: 
252 's,  and  326' s. 

4rt^_IiI.  The  varieties  "Bahia",  "Pera",  "Lisa",  "Rosa",  "Natal". 

"Caipira",  and  others  may  only  be  exported  v.'hen  fully 
ripe  and  having  the  color  characteristic  of  each  zone. 
The  "Selecta"  of  Sao  Goncalo,  may  be  exported  with  20 
per  cent  of  green  coloring,  due  to  the  fact  that  even 
when  ripe  this  orange  presents  a  green  crovrn  on  the 
stem  side. 
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The  fruits  must  "be  free  from  all  parasites  judged  pre- 
judicial from  an  agricultural  or  com.rr.erc ial  vievrpoint. 
In  this  connection  the  fruit  will  te  inspected  by  the 
Biological  Institute  of  ^ricultural  Defense,  Ministry 
of  ^riculture,  ^vhich  is  charged  with  the  inspection  of 
fruits  and  the  issuance  of  sanitary  export  certificates. 

1°  harvesting, only  scissors,  sacks  and  cases  appropriate 
for  the  purpose  may  be  used. 

^Ll_ZI^       Each  orange  must  be  wrapped  in  a  special  tissue  paper  so 
that  each  fruit  will  be  perfectly  isolated.    The  tissue 
paper  must  be  white  or  pink  for  the  types  "A"  and  "E"  and 
must  bear  the  trade-mark  and  the  firm  name  of  the  exporter. 
The  trade-mark  must  also  give  all  indications  of  origin  as 
follows:    Municipality,  State,  and,  in  letters  easily  vis- 
ible, the  declaration:     "Laranjas  do  Brasil"  (Brazilian 
oranges) . 

For  the  Spotted  Type("rypo  Manchado")  the  tissue  paper  shall 
be  white,  and  shall  bear  only  the  name  of  the  exporter  and 
the  declaration  of  the  type  "Manchado"  (spotted),  with  or 
without  the  translation  of  this  word  in  the  language  of  the 
country  to  which  the  fruit  is  destined. 

^^^-Llh.     The  cases  shall  be  of  white  or  clear  wood,  prac-Mea41y  free 
from  knots  and  have  the  following  dimensions:  length, 
measured  on  the  outside  of  the  case,  26  inches;  width  and 
height,  measured  on  the  inside  of  the  case,   12  inches. 

^^^i-i-ZILL.    The  packing  must  be  convex,  having  for  lar<e  oranges  a  space 
of  1.5  inch  in  the  center  part  of  the  case  between  the 
central  division  and  tne  cover.    The  space  between  the 
center  part  of  the  case  and  the  cover,  may  be  smaller  when 
small  oranges  are  shipped.    The  case  shall  have  a  central 
division  so  as  to  form  two  compartments  of  12  inches  m 
length,  '"idth  and  height.     The  thickness  of  the  -nds  and 
central  division  shall  be  3/10  of  an  inch  and  that  of  the 
sides  from  3/10  to  a  maximum  of  4/10  of  an  inch.  The 
covers  must  be  2/10  of  an  inch  thick  to  permit  the  indis- 
pensable arching  (" abaulament  o"  ) .    The  case  must  have  two 
laths,  on  the  bottom  and  on  the  top. 

— — For  types  "A"  and  "B"  the  cases  must  have  on  both  sides  a 
stamp  10x10  inches  or  12x12  inches.    This  stamp  must  be  in 
colors,  giving  the  trade-mark  and  firm  name  of  the  exporter 
and,  advisably,  a  significant  design  of  pleasing  appearance 
and,  obligatorily,  all  of  the  indications  of  origin  as 
foilo'  s:    Aiinicipality,  State  of  Brazil,  niimerical  indica- 
tion of  the  orchard  '.'nere  the  harvest  '^as  made,  variet;.-, 
type,  size,  and,  in  letters  easily  visible  "Laranjas  do 
Br^tril"    (Brazilian  oranges). 
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Art.  X.        The  foreign  rords  generally  used  in  the  orange  trade 

such  as  "Extra  Fancy"  and  "Selected  Choice",  will  only 
be  permitted  on  the  fruits  of  type  "A",  and  the  desig- 
nation "Brazilian  Orange"  may  only  be  employed  in  types 
"A"  and  "B". 

Art.  XI.      The  '^Service  of  Inspection  and  Promotion  of  Agriculture" 

will  establish  a  register  of  all  Brazilian  orange  exporters 
who  will  obligate  themselves  to  observe  the  present  reg^ala- 
tions. 

Art.  XII.     The  "Service  of  Inspection  and  Promotion  of  Ag:;ri culture" 
(Service  de  Inspeccao  e  Fomento  Agricolas),  through  its 
Directorate  in  the  Federal  District  and  the  AgTicultural 
Inspectorates  in  the  several  States,  is  charged  with  exer- 
cising the  necessary  f iscalization  for  the  execution  of  the 
present  regulations  as  regards  the  harvesting,  packing  and 
classification  of  oranges  destined  for  exportation  to 
foreign  countries. 

Par.   1.     For  this  purpose  the  "Service"  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  exportation,  a  model  of  which 
must  be  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Industry  and  Commerce.    This  certificate  shall 
be  a  guaranty  that  the  oranges  destined  for  inter- 
national commerce  conform  to  the  present  regula- 
tions. 


Par.  2.    The  "Service"  shall  prepare  annual  production 

statistics  and  shall  institute  a  rigorous  f iscal- 
ization of  exports  through  technicians,  which 
f iscalizat ion  shall  be  effected  in  the  orchards 
and  classification  posts  as  well  as  on  the  rail- 
way and  navigation  companies  and  the  companies 
exploiting  Brazilian  ports,  etc.,  combating  by 
all  means  possible  any  fraud,  or  bad  preparation, 
conditioning,  and  packing  of  the  oranges. 

Par.  3.  The  labels,  designs,  and  wording  accompanying 
the  products  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
and  registration  of  the  "Service  de  Inspecoao 
e  Fomento  Agricolas." 
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
